Many of our Customers say that they have Saved from 15 to 50 
Per Cent, by buying their building material from us, instead of buying 
from their local yards. 

We are located in the heart of the largest lumber manufacturing dis- 
trict in the country, and we use only the best lumber in the manufacture of 
our millwork. 

Because our prices are low, do not be led to believe that our goods are 
cheap. They are up to the standard grade in every way, clean, merchant- 
able goods, sold at low prices, because of our ability to handle large quan- 
tities. 

It is not necessary for us to explain in detail about the goods we are 
selling, because most people know that all lumber, shingles, sash, doors and 
millwork are made and graded according to standard rules. We Guarantee 
all of our lumber and other stock to be fully up to the standard grades of 
the West Coast Lumber Manufacturers' Association. 

Fir is a wood that can be put to many uses. It is the strongest soft- 
wood known and for this reason is especially useful for framing lumber of 
all kinds. 

Fir Finish— We make a specialty of Fir Finish. Because of the 
handsome color and grain of Fir, which can be given a high polish, it is used 
very largely for finish in all kinds of work. Our timber is old growth Yel- 
low Fir that is soft and mellow — we know that it will please, for the stock 
will "stay put" when placed in a home. We dry it slowly but thoroughly 
and on this account the pitch that is natural to the wood is extracted and 
any desired finish or stain may be given the wood. 

Sash, Doors, Millwork — All of our Sash, Doors and Millwork, are made 
from thoroughly kiln dried Fir Lumber, constructed in the best manner 
possible and are built to last. 
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Red Cedar is one of the most lasting of woods and Red Cedar 
Shingles will make the Roof of Ages. Nobody knows how long they will 
last when properly put on with the right kind of nails, either cut or zinc. 
Red Cedar Shingles painted or unpainted, stained or unstained, will outlast 
all of us. It pays to use them. 

Quality — In our grandfathers' day, all lumber was whip-sawed, 
hand dressed and hand worked — that meant quality but high cost. Our 
up-to-date machinery gives you better quality at a less cost. 

Quality will Win in the long run — that's the principle we had in mind 
when we started in the lumber business years ago and the many repeat 
orders we are getting prove we are right. Our lumber, shingles, etc., are 
of truly good grades and better than might generally be required, but 
that explains why people again want our stock after once seeing and using 
it. 

Time of Shipments — For shipments going to points east of the Rocky 
Mountains and west of the Mississippi River it is best to figure that it 
will take about four weeks for you to get the material after the order is 
received by us. Many times shipments go through in much less time — but 
it is better to order early and get the lumber a little ahead of time, rather 
than not having it on hand when you are ready to use it. When there is 
no car shortage, we load many shipments in two to four days after the 
order is received unless order has special millwork. When car is loaded 
we arrange to have the car followed through with wire tracer so as to get 
the very best delivery possible. 

Carload Shipments Save You Money — To get your building materials 
at the lowest prices it is necessary that you send in orders for carload 
lots, because the local freight rates are usually from three to six times as 
much as the carload rates. The railroads require that we must load not 
less than 34,000 pounds in their smallest cars. This means that the 
material for an average sized 5-room house, or the material for a barn 
30x40, will make weight for a small car. Large bills can be loaded in large 
cars or in two or more cars as found necessary. 

Should your bill not be enough for a small carload you can easily 
get one or more of your neighbors to order with you and have it all shipped 
together. We have shipped as many as fourteen (14) different orders 
in one car and our customers have all been pleased with the way we have 
handled their shipments. 

Special Lumber and Detail Millwork — We are glad at any time to 
make you a price on any special lumber or odd millwork that you may 
need, that is not given in our price list or catalogue. Our prices on this 
material are low and we are in position to handle orders for this special 
work promptly. 

Safe Delivery Guaranteed — All Lumber, Millwork, Shingles, etc., is 
carefully loaded and packed, and we guarantee safe delivery to any rail- 
road station. 

Always inspect carefully your goods before taking them from the car. 
If anything is broken, scratched or missing, or bundles appear to have 
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been tampered with, call the attention of railroad agent to the matter 
then and there. Don't accept the shipment until agent writes a clear 
notation of the damage or shortage on expense bill showing exact condi- 
tion of goods. After agent has made this notation, you may then accept 
goods and avoid storage charges. All our goods are packed and crated 
carefully and if they reach you in bad condition, it is the fault of the 
railroad. Do not let them convince you that it is due to poor boxing. 

If your shipment is damaged or anything short, send us your expense 
bill with notation of damage or shortage, as explained above, and we will 
pay the damage or duplicate shipment. We will do this only where you 
return freight bill with agent's notation. 

Plans of Payments — Our terms of sale are made so that they will pro- 
tect you in every way. Our three different plans are all meant to make it 
easy for you to do business with us. Read them over carefully — then pick 
out the one that suits you best. 

1st — Cash With Order Plan — Many of our customers know 
the kind of material we are shipping and are glad to 
pay the full amount of their order in advance — to them 
we give a special cash discount of 2 per cent which is 
a worth-while saving. 
2nd — No Cash Down Plan — You do not need to pay us one 
cent until five days after arrival of the material. In 
this way you can unload the car, count the stock and 
see just what you are getting. Just have your Bank- 
er fill out the guarantee we enclose and send in with 
your order. 

3rd — C. O. D. Plan — Send us 15 per cent of the full amount 
of your order and upon receipt we will ship your order 
with Bill of Lading attached to Draft for payment of 
the balance after you pay freight, five days after re- 
ceipt and inspection of the goods. 

We must ask that our customers use one of the plans of payment 
given above, as we do no credit business — for by doing business on the 
fair and square plans given above and keeping strictly to them, our ac- 
counts are kept in good shape, and you are not compelled to help pay 
for losses caused by bad debts of others. 

Our Prices — All the prices given in our catalogue are delivered on 
cars at the mill and do not include freight charges to your station. Because 
of the many different freight rates to different points we are compelled to 
name prices at the mill without freight. Just write us and we'll be glad to 
name you a delivered price to your station on any of our plans or on any 
bill of Lumber, Millwork, etc., that you send us. 

Information — Your request for information about anything connected 
with our business will receive prompt and careful attention. Any time 
that we can be of service in any way we only ask that you write us, and 
we'll do our best to treat you right. 
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BEFORE YOU BUILD 

You should have a complete set of plans and specifications. Don't 
rely upon the rough sketch of an inexperienced carpenter. It may look 
good and seem cheap but costly errors caused by this way of building 
may make your building cost you a great deal more than the original 
estimate. 

Secure the services of the most reliable carpenter or contractor in 
your community. He may not be the cheapest but you will have the 
satisfaction of knowing that you will get full value for every dollar you 
spend. Remember the cheapest is not always the best. 

By having plans, specifications and a contract, you will know just 
what your house is going to cost. With these plans, etc., your carpenter 
or contractor can give you an intelligent estimate of the cost of construc- 
tion. 

See that all material entering into the construction of your building 
is exactly as called for in the specifications and that everything is prop- 
erly protected from damage of any kind, both before and during building 
operations.

We 
also send material list telling just where the different items are to be used, 
when we ship your order. 

Our Stock Plans — These plans are carefully prepared by experienced 
and practical architects who have for years been building and designing 
this class of homes. The greatest care has been taken to work out every 
detail. Our customers who have used our plans, tell us that they have 
found our material bills complete to erect the buildings with a minimum 
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of waste. This means that you will get enough stock to finish your build- 
ing completely at a minimum cost. 

Reversed Plans — The plans we show have been designed to give as 
much room, comfort and convenience as possible. However, your build- 
ing site may require that the plan you want will have to be reversed 
from the way shown in our catalogue; that is, the arrangement of the 
rooms, etc., should be just the opposite from the position shown in our 
stock plans. We'll make these reversed plans at an additional cost of

Wall Sheathing and Floor Lining — 1x8 No. 1 Common Shiplap. 
Finish Floors — 1x4 No. 2 Clear Vertical Grain Fir Flooring for the 
first and No. 2 Clear Vertical Grain Flooring for the second floor.

plans and specifications. If for any reason there should be a shortage 
of material through breakage in transit, or error on our part, we agree 
to make good such shortage by replacing same or allowing our customer to 
purchase same at our expense.

SOME SUGGESTIONS TO GET A GOOD JOB 

Soaking lath well in water will prevent the plaster from cracking. 

Use galvanized or zinc shingle nails and you will more than double 
the life of your roof. It isn't poor shingles that cause a leaky roof. The 
trouble may be caused by improper laying, but more often when a roof 
leaks after being in use for a comparatively few years, the trouble is 
caused by the rusting away of the common wire nails generally used. 
This allows the shingles to fall out, thus opening a hole in the roof that 
may cause endless trouble. 

All outside finish should be primed as soon as put in place to prevent 
checking. 

Joists should be properly bridged in all spaces 10' 0" and over. 

All openings over doors and windows should have double headers. 
If openings are over 3' 0" wide they should be trussed. 

As soon as the frame is up the building should be protected by in- 
surance. 

HOW TO ORDER 

When ordering lumber, millwork, etc., from our lumber price list 
and millwork catalogue, please follow the suggestions given below and it 
will help us in giving your inquiries prompt and careful attention: 

1. When ordering lumber always give the grade if possible, and use 
the grade names shown on our lumber price list. If you do not know what 
grade to order, tell us what it is to be used for and we will use our best 
judgment and give you the grade suitable for that purpose. 

2. Always give the number of pieces or the number of feet, also the 
thicknesses, widths and lengths of the stock. 

3. Please remember that we will furnish timbers and dimension in 
just the lengths you want, but we suggest that you allow us to ship random 
lengths in Shiplap, Common Boards, Flooring, Ceiling, Finishing, etc., 
because in this way you save money. If you must have special lengths 
for some special purpose, we can furnish it at an additional cost. 

When ordering Sash or Windows, always give the width first and 
then the height. 
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Remember the term "sash" means just one piece, the term "window" 
means two pieces, one upper and lower sash. 

When ordering Windows, give the size of the glass and the number 
of lights. Also give the thickness of sash and say whether check or plain 
rail. 

When ordering Sash, give the size of the opening to be filled, or say 
whether the size given is the size of the glass or the outside measure of 
the sash. 

If more than one light is wanted in the sash, send sketch showing how 
sash is to be made. 

CLOSING NOTE 

In closing, will say that there are many people who get to the 
starting point but very few of them really get on the way. Then some 
of the weak ones drop out, others stop to talk about some short-cut, others 
lack a will to go on, and at the end it is the "survival of the fittest." 
The way to win is to go through to the end.
